which the prefent Eftablifhment is Founded, 
Embrac’'d by the Queen, Protefted by the 
Law, and Efpoufed, as to Intereft, by the 
Univerfal Confent of Parties and Perfwafi- 
ons; thofe only Fxcepred, who are for French 
Popery, or French Power. 

The Prepofterous Whymfies of thofe who 
would Scare the People of this Nation with 


the Vain Svfpicions and Chimera’s of Plots 
againft the Church, appear by this to be 
formed on purpofe to Conceal real Plots a- 
gainft the Church of England, 

Thefe will appear, if we Confider, 

t. They continually Exclaim againft the 
Encroachments of Diffenters, the Boldnefs 
and Liberty of their Fellow Prote/tants, but 
never Complain of the Encroachments of 
Popifh Interefts and Councils.

* did you ever do for the Church? 

‘“¢ The Prefent Miniftry has been Entru&- 
‘ ed now near the fame time 3 Pray, Whet 
“ bave shey done againft it? 

1. Your Miniftry lafted near two Years, 
the Queen Trufted and Tryed you, Her Ma- 
jefty Depending upon the Honour and Inte- 
grity of the Party, and not Doubting, but 
their Regard to the Church of England, and 
Duty to their Sovereign, would byafs them 
toa True Application of Healing Remedies 
to the State, put her (elf and the whole Na- 
tion into the Hands of a High-Church Mi- 
niftry; What was the Confequence ? How 
Fudsb Vex'd Ephraim, and Epbraim, by 
Confequence, was brought to Envy fudab? 
How Liberty was Preferv’d ? How Peace at 
Home Encourag’d,Proteftant Allies Succour- 
ed, Camifars Reliev’d, and thofe that mov’d 
for it accepted ? Let the. Succes of thofe 
Affairs (peak, and let the Gentlemen Con- 
cern’d, give us an Account if they can. 

The Broils we were all in at Home, the 
worfe Mi(chiefs Threatned, the Infultiog of 
Parties, the Breaches upon one another} 
the Encouragements of the Facodise Intere 
and their Favouress, and the ftrange En- 
creafe of the Nations Enemies, both at 
HIome and Abroad, are Emiment Tokens of 
the Wondrous Condu& of fome Gentlemen, 
who think themfelves Champions for the 
Church of England, whofe Politicks, if it 
were worth while to fearch for them, would 
perhaps help to Dzmonftrate the Exifteace 
of a Non- Entity; and were the Old Earl of 
Rocbefier Alive, would bear a Second Poem 
upon Nosking.

rance of a Party, Convinc'd their Sovereign, 
That either they did not Jntend, or did nog. 
Underftand her Intereft; they were fucceed- 
ed by a Set of Men, of whom, and againg 
whom, they would fain fay fomething, if 
they knew what. . 

To begin the Clamour early, they firft 
wich an Wnufual Front, ask the Queen, Why 
fhe Turu’d the other out, and Expeét Her 
Majft, thould give an Account to them of 
the Ground, and Reafons by which the Go 
vernment of her Huufhold is carried on, and 
why fome Servants are Difmifs’d, and others 
Eutertain’d ; reducing Her Majefty toa 
meaner Condition, than every Citizen’s 
Wife, who is not Examined why fhe Turns 
away her Chamber-Maid? For the Juftice 
would be the fame, to ask the Queen, Why 
Her Majefty Difmiffes a Cook, or a Coach- 
man, asa Lord-Chamberlain, or Comptrole 
ler of her Houfhold.

Would any Man ask me the Reafon, why 
the Queen Difinifs’d her former Countellors? 
I fhould readily Anfwer, Becaufe Her Ma- 
jefty was a Wile Queen, and becaufe as fuch 
fhe was refulv’d, according to the General 
Pra@ice of all thac Deferve that Title, t0 
have Wife Counfellors. 

And now being to fpeak fomething pre- 
fumptuoufly of the prefent Miniftry, Tam 
to ask Pardon to make a Challenge co thefe 
Gentlemen of Memorial Principles, in the 
Name of the Government and Minifters of 
State. °Tis very odd Work, 1 confefs, to 
have the Publick Miniftry Buffoon’d on one

- T fhall therefore not pretend to Defend 


the prefent Miniftry 5 for I fee nothing they 


are accufed of. I fee them Bullied and Mob- 


bed, indeed, every Day in Print ; and in 


 Converfation, the Curfe Caufele/s is plenti- 


fully beftow’d upon them. 

But, Gentlemen High Churchmen, What 
do‘you mean by all this ? To rail is not to 
prove ; if there be any Negleft of Duty, 
any Breach of the Law, if any Plot on the 
Conftitution, any Indire&t Methods of Ga- 
vernment prattifed by the prefent Miniftry, 
Why do you not appear? The Law is open, 
Even againit the Queen Her Self ; the Mi- 
niftry are far from- being proteéted ;. Why 
do you not form your Accufation? The 
Parliament i$ approaching, impeach them, 
Gentlemen, bring out your mighty Charge; 
Where are the Bribes, the fecret Services, 
the correfponding with the Nation’s Ene- 
mies, the blank Paffes, the betraying of 
Councils,the difcovering our Defigns ?Where 
are the mif-applied Treafures, the amaffin 

ivate Fortunes, the giving Places a 

tufts to ourfworn Enemy ? ftand forth,and 
make thefe things out, Gentlemen, and fee 
if the Queen does not (as Her Majefty did 
by your Friends, andas I doubt not {hall be 
done to al] the Unfaithful Servants of fuch 
a Miftrefs) Difmifs them and Turn them 
out. 

Ie cannot be, Gentlemen, but where there 
is fo much Clamour, there muft be fome 
Crime: Sure, there cannot be all this Ral- 
lery at the Miniftry, andno Matter of Fa&t 5 
There can never be fo much Smoke, and 
no Fire, Either the prefent Miniftry muft 
be very black, or afi this Charge muft be 
very Villainous and Barbarous. Now, pray, 
Gentlemen, bring this Matter to the Law and 
Teftimony, honeft Men may accufe, but Vil- 
Jains only accufe wrongfully, let it appear 
where the Charge lies; Are all the Mini- 
fters of State Traitors, and Thieves, Gen- 
tlemen ? Are they Betrayers of the Queen, 
and pullers down of the Church? and have 
none of you Honefty enough, nor Courage 
enough, to face them? Have none of you 
Concerns enough for the Queen, and the 
‘Church, to ,bring thefe Gentlemen to Jy-

onthe other, the moft ready way to bring 


ftice ?—-—Impeach them, a Géd’s Mame, 
and do it quickly, before they fly, and run 
away; for fure they can never ftand it, if 
half what you fay ‘be true. ; 

This will be the way to bring this Matter 
to an Iffue, and we fhall foon fee where the 
Grievance lies ; R—s there are, that’s without 
doubt ; by this bravely ftanding to your 
Tackle, we thall fee who they are; the Na- 
tion muft one way or other, be Unde- 
ceived. 

Did ever Nation or Government fuffer 
the Principal Members of the Staté to be 
Bullied and: Challeng’d, Accufed and Tra- 
duc’d, anid the Accufers not Dare to fhew. 
their Faces to their Charge? The Miniftry 
ftaad fair, they are ready to Anfwer, for eve- 
ry. Man that keeps his Poft muft be fo. 
Where are the Accufers ? Where is your 
Charge ? The Parliament of England has 
always been the Scourge and Terrour of Fa- 
vourites, have. made them Difgorge their 
Ill-gotten Treafures, and make Satisfaction 
for their Oppreffions ; efe Perfons are 
Guilty, why do you not form your Charge, 
and bring Impeachments again& them? 
Which being. profecuted. with due Proof 
e Faé&, cannot fail to Crufh them 
all. 

But, Gentlemen, if none of thefe Things. 
are done ¢ if you Baulk your own Caule 3 if 
you fhrink back, and dare not hold your 
Faces to your Charge; the Nation muft of 
Courfe conclude you are falfe Accufers, Ma- 
licious Slanderers, 2 meer Party of Men of 
Malice, fill’d with Envy and Evil fpeaking 5 
your Accufation’s a Rapfody of .Biling/gate 
pte dak and Rage, which when you are 
call’d upon to make good, you.have nothing 
to fay to. 

A Biefled Conclufion upon you, muck for 
the Honour and Glory of High Church! 
much for the Encouragement of-.Honeft 
Men fo joyn with you! 

Would any Nation in the World-bear to. 
have the Minifters of State Traduced, the. 
Queens Great Officers Charged as Enemies 
of the Church, and no ftated Accufation, no 
J.egal Charge brought againft them ?- Fa-- 
vourites of Princes have often indeed been 
Malign’d by the People, but then they have 
had fomething to.fay againft them ; .there-

has been a Charge brought, and generally 
in Parliament ; we fee no Charge here, nor 
any Probability of it, unlefs it be a Charge 
of {uch a Nature, as no Parliament ever had 
brought before them, and fuch a Charge as 
no Man ever yetappear'd to, any more than 
they wiil now. 

All the Charge we can hear of, againft 
the Principal Perfons now aim’d at, is, as 
formerly hinted, Thatthe Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough beats the French, the Lord Treafurer 
Maintains the Credit of the Exchequer, that 
our Secretaries of State have better Intelli- 
gence, that our Fleet and Naval Expedici- 
ons are becter Managed than ever they were 
before. 

If the Gentlemen have any thing to fay to 
thefe Gentlemen, the Parliament is at band, 
let them come and Ap;ear; let them bring 
their Memoriil, aad Juftifie the Contents 
of it there, and make good the Charge a- 
gainfi the Minifters of State, and the Law 
muft Punith, if the Guile be made out ; if 
not, ’tisa Horrible and moft Barbarous In- 
fulc of the Government, to Rail, and prove 
nothing ; to Accufe in Covert, and not Dare 
to Impeach by Law.
